El Paso, Nov. 17—Two former fed­ 
eral officials of Juarez, who were tak­ 
en prisoners *y General Pancho VI 
rebel troops were executed at Juarez 
Sunday. 
They were Pablo Bbave, an 
official in the Jaurez police depart­ 
ment, and Juan Cordova, calef of the 
Jaurez secret police. 
The executions *ook place at tin 
Jaurez cemetery, tne condemned men 
standing on the oriiiK of newly dug 
graves and falling in when the firing 
squad shot them.

sentenced to death by General Villa 
and the orders were carried out by 
subordinates.
